B AST business men, and generally 

b middle classes in Northern Ire- 
bend, are feeling severely the full pressure

A motion was discussed at the Corpora- 
ion to demand a 25 per cent. reduction 
of the valuations, and although this was 
eventually withdrawn, as Alderman Midc- 
ley and others pointed out that it was 
not the proper method to approach the 
subject, the last. has not been heard of the 
It will be considered 
by the General Purposes Committee of the 

orporation, and it is hoped that the 
Committee will formulate a definite 

licy, not only in regard to valuation, 
ut also the whole system of the Treasury. 
(both British and Northern Ireland), of 
squeezing the local authorities, and ulti- 
mately the ratepayers. When Northern 
Ireland's surplus revenue (i.¢., Imperial 
Contribution) began to decrease, the 
British Treasury looked around for 
methods of increasing it. Revaluation 
was one method, the transfer of educa- 
tional costs by a levy was another, and re- 
ducation of de-rating grants was a third. 
Irish standards of valuation were always 
lower than in Great Britain for economic, 
aphical and population reasons, and 
it is absurd that they should be madeequal 
when similar conditions do not exist in 
both areas. Similarly, the standard year 
conditions of the White Paper on which 
Northern Ireland’s financial arrangements 
were based have been thrown overboard 
either by pressure from the British Trea- 
sury or by weakness at the Norshern Trea- 
sury. Northern [Ireland should never 
have agreed to any of these changes, and 
certainly they should never have been ac- 
except under a scheme of complete 
financial unify with Great Britain, which 
would insure that the British Treasury, 
which imposes and collects 90 per cent. of 
Northern Ireland taxation, would be pre 
red to meet any deficits after Northern 
reland expenditure is adjusted to the 
same comparative standard in Great Bri- 
tain in regard to social and all other ser- 
vices. 

Northern business men and other rate- 

ayers are finding that the Northern 

vernment hds shown great laxity in its 
handling of these financial questions. That 
they have got a “‘raw deal” they now 
realise, and they are zegretting that they 
have not a personality of the vigour and 
determination of the late Lord Carson to 
stand up for the rights of the Ulster 


people. 
Trafic Problem 


The Belfast Corporation has decided to 
shelve for the time being definite action 
in regard to the civic transport and traffic 

ion in the centre of the city. 

e Tramway Committee has not yet 
formulated a policy for the future equip- 
ment of the civic transport services. They 

are hesitating between tramcars, trolley 
"buses and petrol ‘buses, or a com- 
bination of the three. Many members 
of the Corporation believe that the tram- 
car has still a future, and that it is the 


most economical form of transport and the 


ouly one capable of dealing with large 


masses of traffic at cheap rates. Others 
object to the tramcars running on fixed 
rails in the centre of the road and causing 
traffic congestion in the main streets. They 
contend that when the present rails are 
due for renewal, or even before that time, 
the Corporation should adopt trolley cars 
running on pneumatic tyres from the exist- 
ing overhead electric equipment. This 
proposal has undoubted attractions. It 
avoids the heavy expense of relaying the 
tram track, and trolley cars would 
eliminate a great deal of the noise in the 
centre of the city and they are more 
mobile in traffic, while they can allow 
passengers to alight and board the cars 
from the footpath, and so avoid the pre- 
sent risk of accidents. Another advan- 
tage of trolley cars is that the existing 
routes can be extended at a fraction of 
the cost of laying new tram rails. 

It is the general opinion that trolley 
cars should supersede tramcars, but doubt 
is expressed as to the exact time when 
the transfer should be made, The other 
major traffic problem of parking motor 
cars in streets in the centre of the city 
is no nearer solution. The erection of 
several large public garages is advocated, 
including a three-storey building in Smith- 
field and prohibiting cars being parked 
in the city centre. The Belfast Chamber 
of Trade is also considering the traffic 
problem, and has appointed a sub-com- 
mittee to make investigations. 


Tourist Traffic 


The holiday season which is drawing to 
a close in the North has been one of the 
most successful for many years. Thousands 
of visitors from England and Scotland 
have visited Northren Ireland for the first 
time, and many others have re-visited the 
holiday resorts and beauty spots of the 
Northern Province. 

There is a big future before Northern 
Ireland as a playground for visitors from 
Great Britain and America if those who 
cater for the tourist industry are prepared 
to make the most of their opportunities. 
The Ulster Tourist Development Associa- 
tion has done, and is prepared to do, 
much to bring the attractions of the 
area before potential visitors, but its re- 
sources are limited. It is, indeed, amazing 
what it has accomplished in view of its 
financial restrictions. Many valuable 
suggestions were made at a meeting of the 
Belfast Rotary Club to increase the 
interest in tourist traffic and make a great 
appeal to visitors. : 

Compared with holiday areas in Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland has merely 
touched the fringe of the tourist traffic, 
Its hotels have been improved in recent 
years, but much more is required in the 
way of modern hotels and accommodation 
for families of a better and less expensive 
type than that now existing. Continental 
countries are making a strong appeal to 
tourists by rebates on travelling expenses, 
and in Germany by advantages in 
currency, Something might be done for 
reduced. fares. to Northern Treland.

Shop Hours 


A committee appointed by the Northern 
Minister of Home Affairs is at present in- 
quiring into the working of the Shops Act 
in Northern Ireland, with a view to the 
adoption, either in whole or in part ,of a 
new Act recently put into operation in 
Great Britain. 

A “Small Shopkeeper,”’ writing to the 
Press, declares that it is the general desire 
of employers, shopkeepers and assistants 
for a compulsory closing hour for all 
shops, including tobacconists, newsagents 
and confectioners. There are shops of this 
kind in Belfast which keep open for over 
100 hours per week. Many owners of 
these small shops are not in favour of such 
long hours, but they are more or less com- 
pelled to adopt the same closing hours as 
their competitors. Small mixed shops in 


back streets remain open to long hours, ' 


and often sell groceries and similar articles 
long after the hour when the sale of such 
goods is prohibited. It is only by a com. 
pulsory closing hour for all shops, it is 
contended, that these inequalities ean be 
overcome, and a suggestion has been made 
that all shops should be closed at 8 p.m., 
and 10 p.m. on Saturdays. It is recog-

Almost 90 per cent. of the total flax 
used in the linen industry in Northern 
Ireland and Scotland is imported prin- 
cipally from Russia, which is in a posi- 
tion to dictate the price. Many spinners 
in Northern Ireland are now convinced 
that this is not a satisfactory position, 
and that some steps should be taken to 
encourage the growing of a larger acreage 
of flax in Ireland. The scheme prepared 
by the Ulster Farmers’ Union, details of 
which are not yet available, was drawn 
up in response to a hint given by Sir 
Basil Brooke some months ago that the 
Government was at last prepared to en- 
dorse a flax marketing scheme. Former 
schemes put forward by the farmers were 
based on a guaranteed price of at least 
10s. a stone, but the Spinners’ Associa- 
tion were opposed to any scheme which 
would increase the price of flax above the 
world price, They contended that any 
subsidised price of this kind would pre- 
vent them from competing on equal terms 
in the markets of the world with spinners 
and manufacturers on the Continent. 

It is believed that now it may be pos- 
sible to formulate a marketing scheme in 
co-operation with the Spinners’ Associa- 
fion which would encourage the farmers 


to grow more flax, and, at the same time, 
not place the spinners at a serious dis- 
advantage in competition with  conti- 
‘nental spinners.

£100 per house, contributed jointly by the 
Government and local authorities. During 
the period when the smaller amount was 
being paid almost 10,000 subsidy houses 
have been erected, These houses have been 
limited in size to 600 superficial feet, and, 
while they have supplied a demand, it is 
admitted that they are too small for 
families, and the price—and consequently 
the rent—too high in comparison with the 
rents payable for workers’ houses of the 
older type. There is now a surplus of 
over 2, vacant houses in Belfast, and 
this has, no doubt, influenced the Govern- 
ment in discontinuing the subsidy. 

There are now sufficient houses of the 
subsidy type of 600 superficial feet avail- 
able, but there is a scarcity of\ both a 
larger and a cheaper type of house. 
Builders who have been concentrating 
upon subsidy houses will now be able to 
concentrate upon the provision of a bigger 
house, with four or more bedrooms instead 
of three, for which there is an undoubted 
demand, It would be a mistake to assume 
that the housing problem and the slum 
area problem has been solved in Belfast ; 
for the Corporation and the Government 
is still faced with the special problem of 
slum clearance and the extreme over- 
crowding in small streets where tenants 
are unable to pay the rents of the new 
subsidy houses.

Mr. Martin Corry, T.D., said that the 
millers had started buying barley at 
roughly 15s. a barrel; in a large number. 
of cases they had paid as much as 16s. a 
barrel. Last week the brewers came into 
the market and opened at 14s. 3d. to 14s. 
9d. per barrel, so that they were paying 
for the better grade barley—which they 
demanded—less than what the millers 
were paying. : 

The price paid for barley in this 
country in the years from 1918 to 1922 
was 52s. a barrel, yet the cost of stout 
and the duty on stout were the same to- 
day as they were in those years. It 
followed, therefore, that the brewers were 
taking 37s. 6d. of the farmers’ money into 
their pockets, and they should be the last 
people in the world to refuse to give a 
good price for barley. 

The resolution was agreed to. 


SALES OF PULP 


The Chairman announced that this year 
the Carlow factory had sold to the Asso- 
ciation 2,086 tons of pulp, as against 2,186 
tons last year. In Thurles the figures 
were 3,529 tons in 1936, as against 5,375 
tons in the previous year; Tuam 4,018 
tons in 1936 and 3,965 tons in 1935, and 
Mallow 2,684 tons in 1936, as against 
2,248 in the previous year. The figures 
showed that they had for sale 12,317 tons 
this year, as compared with 11,774 last 
year. They had sold for export 6,000 
tons, and 6,275 tons for the home market, 
the sales of pulp in the home market 
having increased 2 about 2,000 tons. 

the “30,000 growers, 10,000 had sold pulp 
to the Association. The largest buyers 
had been the farmers around the Carlow 
and Mallow factories, and the largest 
sellers were in the Tuam area. 

They had assured the Minister for 
Agriculture when they were getting their 
export licences that they would do their 
utmost to encourage consumption of pulp 
among the Irish farmers first, and they 
had done so. . :

An increased wages offer has been made to 
the Greenmount and Boyne Linen Company s 
workers in Dublin and Drogheda.

A 25 YEARS’ OLD SCHEME 


It is not uninteresting to recall that 


twenty-five years ago the Irish Times 
published an illustrated article’ by 
““ Artifex,’’ in collaboration with Mr. 


G. L. O'Connor. the well-known Dublin 
architect, in which plans were propounded 
for the construction of a “ Dublin Central 
Highway,’’ to extend from Mary street to 
Dame street. Upper and Lower Liffey 
streets were to be widened, and would 
abut on the new vehicular bridge, which 
would replace the existing Meta] Bridge. 
The road would then be carried through 
Crown Alley to Dame street. The scheme 
then outlined received such a measure of 
public approval that the Corporation 
sought a Provisional Order, under which" 
the widening of Lower Liffey street was 
begun. Subsequently, however, work 
upon it was suspended owing to the finan- 
cial exigencies of the European War. 
The City Engineer’s report now revives 
the scheme, “then outlined by the Irish 
Times, for the replacement of “the Metal 
Bridge ” by a vehicular crossing of the 
Liffey, with the necessary approaches from 
Mary street to Dame street, as the only 
immediately practical means of relieving 
traffic pressure in the College Green 
““ bottle-neck.’’ 

The Irish Times frequently has urged 
that the idea of a “' transporter”’ bridge 
eastwards of the Custom House should he 
abandonad in favour of a “ rise-and-fall ” 
structure, which would permit of reason- 
ably continuous flows of traffic between 
the North Wall and Sir John Rogerson’s 
quay. 

The desirability of such a highway 
between the north-eastern and _ south- 
eastern districts of the city was fully 
recognised by the Special Committee of 
the Oireachtas which authorised the recon. 
struction of Butt Bridge. The Dublin 
Port and Docks Board now seem to be 
anxious to abandon the ‘transporter ”’ 
project in favour of more modern and 
convenient bridge designs.

M R. NEVILLE. CHAMBERLAIN 

(Chancellor of the Exchequer), 
addressing the meeting, which concluded 
the Conservative . Party Conference at 
Margate last night, stressed the point that 
the main purpose and desire of the Govern- 
ment and the British people was the main- 
tenance of peace. 

Mr. Chamberlain was speaking as deputy 
for the Prime Minister, to whom he paid 
a tribute at the outset. 

The time, he said, had happily not yet 
arrived to make a final appraisal of Mr. 
Baldwin’s long and eminent services to his 
party and his country. He had every ex- 
pectation that by the time Parliament 
re-assembled the Prime Minister would be 
fully able to cope with the heavy tasks

that would be before him. They could not 
doubt that in years.to come Mr. Baldwin’s 
name would be counted among the greatest 
of those who had guided the fortunes of 
the Conservative Party. 

Then came a reference to the Opposi- 
tion’s policy. ‘‘ Nothing in the recent 
history of the Socialist Opposition has been 
more disastrous to its reputation than its 
equivocal attitude on the vital subject of 
defence. They seem to be divided between 
anxiety to vote against the Government 
and a sort of shame-faced recognition that 
a disarmed nation can neither restrain an 
armed nation from war, nordefend its own 
freedom and territories.” This nation, he 
added, would watch the discussions on 
this subject at the Labour Party Confer- 
ence at Edinburgh with particular atten- 
tion, and the result would have a profound 
effect on its opinion as to the fitness of 
the Opposition to carry the responsibilities 
of Government. : 


LARGEST DEFENCE SCHEME 


Mr. Chamberlain then spoke of the 
necessity to embark on the largest pro- 
gramme of expenditure on defence that 
this country had ever undertaken in time 
of peace, and he went on:—‘‘ When that 
programme is completed we shall once 
more have a Navy adequate to protect our 
vital lines of communication. We shall 
have an Army trifling in numbers beside 
the vast conscript armies of the Con- 
tinent, but equipped with the most 
modern weapons and mechanical devices 
that science can give us, and we shall 
have Air Force which, in the speed, 
range and power of machines and in the 
quality of its personnel, will be second to 
none. | | 

“ Let me add this about the Air Force. 
The development of Aviation has to some 
extent deprived us of our insular position, 
and the possibilities of what war might 
mean to our civilian population are very 
present to our minds. jut let us not 
forget that those possibilities are even 
more present to the minds of other 
nations, and I can imagine no more sober- 
ing thought to any ruler wlo might be 
contemplating an aggression against his 
neighbour than the knowledge that within 
a few hours his action might be followed 
by retaliation from a force of such terrific 
striking power as our new Air Force will 
possess.’” He added that he regarded the 
Air Force, when fully developed, as the 
most formidable deterrent to war that 
could be devised, 


THE AIM IS PEACE 


“The main purpose and desire of this 
Government and of tis people,” Mr. 
Chamberlain continued, ‘*‘ is the preserva- 
tion of peace. We covet no one else's 
territory, and we have no wish or inten- 
tion to interfere with the internal aftairs 
of any other nation, any more than we 
would suffer any other nation to force 
upon us its ideas as to how we should be 
governed,”’ he 
Mr. Chamberlain welcomed the fact that 
an International Committee on Non-Inter- 
vention, on which the Portuguese Govern- 
ment had now consented to be represented. 
had been set up in London, and said that 
if it had not been for the courageous 
initiative of the French Prime Minister, 
supported by the British Government's 
influence, we might have seen all Europe 
drawn into two op#osing camps, with con- 
sequences which no one could foresee. 

He was hopeful that the arrangements 
regarding the readjustment of the ex- 
change value of the franc would prove to 
be a step towards the restoration of more 
stable conditions in tlie international 
monetary system. 


ATTITUDE TOWARDS THE 


LEAGUE 
In his reference to the League of 
Nations Mr. Chamberlain said:—‘ Let 


no one suppose that the armament pro- 
gramme of the Government implies our 
abandonment of the League, or of the 
idea of collective security which the 
League was intended to provide. We 
must make sure how far the members of 
the League are prepared to go before we 
commit ourselves to courses of action 
which may land us in an untenable posi- 
tion. We must endeavour to strengthen 
the League by making it more universal 
in its membership.” | 

In regard to the Ottawa agreements, 
Mr. Chamberlain admitted that every- 
thing had not worked out in practice quite 
as they expected, and that when the time 
came for renewal they might have to ask 
for a good deal of revision. 


SOUND FINANCE 


Confidence, Mr. Chamberlain said, is 
the Mama of recovery, and I can 
claim that we have created it by a steady 
adherence to sound principles of finance, 
and by resisting all invitations to embark 
on flashy experiments designed to impress 
ill-informed electors, rather than to bring 
solid advantage to the country.

Victor Smith, who made forced land 
at Salonica on Wednesday, also sta 
off again this evening. 

Jlouston and Tasker landed at Entebbe, 
Uganda, at 6 o'clock (5 p.m. B.8.T.) this 
evening, and intend to sleep through the 
night there. 


START AT DAWN 

They hope to leave for Johannesburg at 
dawn, and cover the remaining 1,500 miles 
by the late afternoon. By the rules of 
the race they have until 6.3) a.m. on 
Sunday to qualify for a handicap prize. 

Clouston and his companion made a per- 
fect landing at Entebbe. They were tired 
after flying practically without a rest since 
they left Khartoum at 8.45 p.m. (B.8.T.) 
yesterday. 

On the way to Entebbe they made a 
forced landing at 8.25 a.m. (B.S.T.) in a 
swamp at Masindi Port, Uganda, owing 
to petrol shortage. They did not leave 
there till 4 p.m. (B.S.T.), after certain 
repairs had been effected to their ’ plane. 
Previously they had been held up at 
Khartoum by engine trouble. 


SMITH’S SLENDER CHANCES 

The only other ’plane officially left in 
the race is that piloted by “ Unlucky ” 
Victor Smith. e arrived at the Tatoi 
Aerodrome, Athens, at 5.20 p.m. (B.S.T.) 
this evening from Salonika, where he made 
a forced landing on Wednesday, and left 
again at 7.15 p.m. for Cairo. 

It is stated that he still hopes to reach 
Johannesburg, though his chances of 
doing so within the stipulated time are 
slender. His machine is capable of 149 
miles an hour, and the distance from 
Athens to Johannesburg is about 4,600 
miles. The handicap prizes in the race 
are of £3,000, £1,500, £1,000 and £500. 

The arrangements made to present the 
first prize of £4,000 to Mr. ©. W. A. 
Scott and his companion, Mr. Giles 
Guthrie, at a banquet to-morrow have 
been cancelled owing to the deaths of 
Captain Max Findlay and Mr. A. H.
